An addirional elemenr defines 
the present mood of America as 
different from all other similar 
stares in America's past.

Unfornmately there is always 
a, gap berween moods and poli- 
cies. When one considers many 
concrete problems, as rhey 
present themselves todav to the 
new Admirîstration, one does 
not fiud in Washington any 
clear indication of whar the 
responses will be. 

This applies for instance to 
such an issue as the Middle 
East: one can talk to repre 
sentative figures of rhe Reagan 

Administration whose language 
would delight most Arab 
listeners, aod to others who are 
the Fiercest supporters of 
Israel. 

The same urçertainty exists 
in securiry policy, where Mr 
Caspar Weinberger, Secretary 
for Defence, does not yet seem 
to be in control, It is not known 
what his priorities will be:

Last Saturday, a constituency 
delegate courageously told the 
special Labour Conference the 
truth to its face. “This is & 
deeply corrupt assembly ”, said 
Mr Alec Spurway of Abingdon.

worst of borough-mongers had 
regard for Parliament as an 
institution whose power their 
less corrupt ancestors had 
created. It was the only mech- 
anism for power that they know. 


But many on the Labour left 
have no such preconception. 
They have a cbuntervailing 
power-base through which to 
operate, the union block votes 
in a different assembly, which 
can be used to appoint, remove 
or call Labour leaders to 
accouot. They are not sensitive 
to the independence of Parlia- 
ment. This, of course, is also 


So far the Council for Social 
Democracy, like some of the 


political groupings of _ the

Today, however, a solidly in- 
tellectrual element is added to 
the social. democratic armoury 
in the form of a 550-page book" 
by Dr David Owen, one of the 
original “Gang of Four”.

the last few days aod will in- 
evitably be taken as a manifesto 
of the new Council. 

In his cenrral argument,’ Dr 
Owen repeats a theme already 
clearly articulated by other 
social democrats, most notably 
Professor David Marquand and 
Mr Evan Luard. The Labour 
Party, he wrires, is too domi- 
nated by notions of corporatism 
and centralism and too much 
under trade union influence, It 
is time to reassert the decen- 
tralized, libertarian tradition of 
William Morris and Guild 
Socialism and reject the 
paternalism of rhe Webbs. 

That much is familiar ground. 
Where Dr Owen goes further 
than most other disillusioned 
Labour social democrats, how- 
ever, is in asserting positive 
polities and strategies rather 
than just bemoaning past and 
present failures. His book con- 
. tains detailed and often dense 
analyses of what should be done 
in ا‎ about every area of 
public policy. 5 

The section on foreign policy 
is clearest and perhaps most 
predictable, affirming as it does 
a positive commitment to the 
EEC, Nato and negotiating from 
a position of strength for multi- 
lateral nuclear disarmament 
rather than succumbing to the 
temptation of unilateralism. 
It is infused by a strong com-. 
mitmert to internationalisrt 
which Dr Owen secs the Labour 
left as having sacrificed to nar- 
row nationalism. 

In a long section on reprcsen- 
tative democracy, Dr Owen 
argues in favour of devolution,

The. Islamic leaders as-embled in 
Taif in Saudi Arabia have shown 
again that whenever an opnor- 
tunity for progress toward a 
peace settlement opens up in the 
Middle East, the Islamic nations 
are prone to bungle it, prefvr’ 
ably ir grand sryle. In what is 
to be known as the “ Mecva 
Declaratior ”, the Islamic leaders 
have called for a new jihad, or 
holy war, agaiast Israel; urged 
Islamic countries to join the 
existing Arab League economic 
boycott of Jsrael; pledged mort 
aid to the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation ; and undertaken to 
Jiberate Jerusalem fram Tsraeli 
control. “ Jihad" is nowadays 
defined by Arab "eaders as a 
general carmmpaign or strugsale, 
including — as the declaration 
says—“all the means" at rile 
Jslamic world’s disposal. 

An economic boycott of the 
kind apparently envisared hy the 
Taif Summir could have damas- 
ing effects. While the Arab 
League boycott has not sû far 
been very effective, if the Saudis 
and other powerful Islamic 
states were really to broaden 
the boycott and gives ir eîra 
muscle—for example by hiack- 
listing Western firms who deal 
with Israel — their sanctions 
could have some inıpuct. 

The Saudis, indeed, appear to 
have taker the lead in adopting a 
hard line against Israel. Ir was 
last August that Crown Prince 


. Fahd first called for a jihad. on 


the grounds that “ınoderation ” 
had broughr the Arab world no 
benefits, and that peacs with

Since reading began adults 
have tended to nurture a last- 
ing affection for the books of 
their childhood, whether 
Fortunatus and his Wishing- 
cap or The School at the 
Chalet. About a hundred years 
ago, hawever, a different kind 
of affection arrived — the 
cherishing of children's books 
for their naiye charm, their 
breath of temps perdu. 

One of the first to exploit 
this new sensibility was a pub- 
lisher Charles Welsh, ‘who, in 
1881, introduced a facsimile of 
the 1766 edition of Little Goody 
Two-shoes, a venture which he 
was Jater to follow up with 
some related bibliographical 
endeavours. A fellow enthu- 
siast was Andrew, Tuer, whose 
Leaderhal Press put out 
numerous “odde volumes ™ in- 
cluding his own rtag-bags of 
Pages and Pictures from For- 
gotten Children's Books (1898- 
1899) and Stories from Old- 
fashioned Children's Books 
(1899-1900), and since thar time 
the trade in reproducing 
“quaintly illustrated little 
treusures” has continued. Re- 
cently there have been such 
Tuer-ish compeadia as Leonard 
de Vrie’s Flowers of Delight 
{1965), which drew upon the 
holdings of the Osborue Callec- 
tion in Toronto, and Nigel} 
Tenıple's Seen and Not Heard 
{1970), sub-titled “ a garland of 
fancies for Victorian children ”. 

Recently, well-groomed for 
besr-sellerdom by the Oxford 
University Press, there came 
the latest and most august 
yalume in this tradition; A 
Nursery Companion “ provided 
by lona and Peter Opie” 
(£8.95). Like its forebears it 
anthologizes both the text and 
the pictures of a nuner af 
antique children's books, but 
unlike them it has a narrower 
focus and offers a modest thesis 
about its wares. 7 

The subject of A Nursery 
Companion is the Yrogue for 
light-hearted, pretty colour- 
books that followed the 
immense success of The Comic 
Adrentures of Old Mother 
Hubhard and her Dog which 
Jobo Harris published in 1805. 
It contains 27 rare and deject- 
able examples (all drawn from 
Mr and Mrs Opies own collec» 
tion) which show the variety of 
ways in which publishers ex- 
ploited the new fashion. And 
i" its engaging Jntrodiuetîou 
and Notes it puts forward a 
view that this wholly unex- 
pected ebullience in a genre 
which had previously been 
rated for its grey didacticism 
was as much on behalf of 
adults ag it was of children.
